able to Moscow: 


1. The three powers to come to 


each other's aid automatically if 
any one of the three were attack- 
ed directly. 


2. If any state guaranteed by the 


signatory powers were 
attacked 


and asked help the three signator- 
ies to give immediate aid. 


3. If any signatory considered an 
act of aggression against a state 
not guaranteed as affecting Its in- 
terests there should be trl-'powor 
consultations to decide if aid would 
be given and what form It would 
take. 


The plan may Include separate 


regional agreements.. The 
first 


point 
would 
cover Russia's de- 


mands, the second would tako care 
of Turkey, Rumania, Poland and 
Greece and the third would cover 
unguaranteed Balkan and Baltic 
states. 


No Agreement Reached. 


Both British and Russian offi- 
cial sources said flatly no agree- 
ment had been reached on the trl- 
powor alliance but that the next 
move was up to the British cab- 
inet.

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SOUTHERN BAPTISTS 
DEPLORE ACTION OE 


PRESIDENT TODAY. 


APPROVE RESOLUTION CON- 
CERNING SENDING OF REP- 


RESENTATIVE VATICAN 


OKLAHOMA CITY, May 20.—VP) 
—The Southern Baptist convention 
approved today a resolution "de- 
ploring" action of President Roos- 
evelt in sending Ambassador Jo- 
seph Kennedy as "his personal rep- 
resentative" to the coronation of 
Pope Plus XII. 
The resolution expressed sym- 
pathy for the passing of Plus IX, 
"a distinguished" world 
citizen" 


but criticized as "unwise and un- 
warranted" 
the adjournment of 
congress as a mark of respect to 
him. 
"We deplore and protest" the 
declaration stated, "such action by 
congress and the President x x x 
as indicating a dangerous tenden- 
cy towB.rd the union of church and 
state, which is a chief cause of 
the trouble of the old world. 
"If the sending of the ambas- 
sador of the United States was to 
honor the crowning of an ecclesi- 
astical head we believe it was an 
obvious violation of the traditions 
of this republic and of the spirit of 
the first Amendment to our con- 
stitution. 


"If this course was in honor 
of the crowning of the civil ruler 
of a state (the Vatican) with which 
we are not in diplomatic relation 
it was obviously an impropriety." 
The convention also gave unani- 
mous consent to a revised 'pro- 
nouncement of religious liberty" 
which condemned what was inter- 
preted by the public relations com- 
mittee as a trend toward govern- 
ment control of church activities. 


The delegates called upon con- 
gress and the national administra- 
tion to "take every possible mea- 
sure to stop the supply of Instru- 
ments and materials of destruc- 
tion from flowing from our coun- 
try into Japan." 


The convention resolved to con- 
tinue and enlarge its southwide 
evangelistic program in 1840 and 
reappointed Dr. L. R. Scarbrough, 
Fort Worth, and Dr. Roland Hugh 
Leave]], Atlanta aa co-leaders. 
The Southern Baptists in an un- 


precedented move are ready to ex- 
plore possibilities of affliction with 
the world council of churches. 
• 
By unanimous vote the conven- 
tion named a committee to 12 to 
consider the question and report 
to next year's meeting at Balti- 
more. 


In previous conventions the or- 
ganization had refused even to 
consider such a step. 


The move drew fire from Dr. J. 
Frank Norrls, Detroit and Fort 
Worth, Texas, pastor who bolted 
from the convention several:years 
ago, 


"Will Baltimore be another Hu- 
nich " demanded Norris at a sep- 
arate meeting of his own adher- 
ents. "Will the Southern Baptists 
be another Czecho-Slovakla?" 
The only discussion at the con- 
vention proper came from Dr. J. 
H. Hushbrooke, London, president 
of the Baptist Union and secre- 
tary of the Baptist World Alli- 
ance. 


He said 
the 
British 
Baptist 
union had Joined the World Coun- 
cil "to bear their witness inside 
the council.' 


He asserted there "must be no 
schism among ourselves over this 
issue."

MEASURE EXPECTED TO ADD 
APPROXIMATELY 100,000 


TO STATE ROLLS 


AUSTIN, May 207—(fl3)—An -esti- 


mated 100,000 Texas old 
folks 
stood in a more favorable position 
to have their nameo added to 116,- 
000 already on the pension rolls. 
In a thunderclap of activity yes- 
terday, the senate adopted a con- 
ference committee report and sent 
to Governor W. Lee O'Danlel a 
bill which, with his signature, 
would greatly liberalize eligibility 
qualifications for pensions. 
The house passed and delivered 
to a conference committee the 
last and biggest of the major 
appropriation bills, a $29.600,000 
proposal for support of 42 stato 
government deartments the next 
two years. 
The senate action placed the 
legislature In the 
position 
ol 
swinging wide open the doors to 
pensions for all persons over 65 
years old in needy circumstances 
without having provided a way to 
get the money to pay them. 
The bill would eliminate as a 
bar to pension eligibility, child- 
ren's ability to aid their parents, 
permit applicants to own a home- 
stead, ha'/p up to $1,500 worth ot 
personal property, ossess not morn 
than $360 In cash and hold a $1,000 
life Insurance policy. 
Senator Weaver Moore of Hous- 


ton, 
one of the proposal's oppon- 
ents, asserted he believed the bill 
would boost the state's pension 
costs to $80,000,000 as compared to 
$9,000,000 currently. 


May Cut Federal Aid. 
Other opponents charged its llb- 
ehal provisions would cut off fed- 
eral matching of state funds to 
foot the pension bill. 
"Don't you worry," shouted Doss 
Hardln of Waco, the 
proposal's 
sponsor, "Franklin (Roosevelt) and 
John (Garner) won't cut 
us off 
the rolls." 
The state old age assistance- 


fund Is now in the red and will 
owe about $2,350,000 ot a Dallas 
bank by Sept. 1. 
The house repeatedly has turned 
down a sales tax In the form of 
a constitutional amendment as a 
means of providing revenue for 
bigger pensions and is readying 
an omnibus proposal, raising old 
levies and adding a few new ones, 
for that purpose.
